Hadley Town Warrant 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
Hampshire, ss: 


To the Constables of the Town of Hadley, in the County 
of Hampshire: GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
you are hereby required to notify and warn the inhabi- 
tants of said town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
town affairs to meet in the Town Hall on Monday, the 
first day of February next, at ten-thirty o’clock in the 
forenoon, then and there to act on the following articles. 


ARTICLE 1. To elect all necessary Town Officers, 
Moderator, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Tree Warden, 
Elector under the will of the late Oliver Smith of Hat- 
field, Six Constables, each for a term of one year; one 
member of the Board of Selectmen, one member of the 
Board of Assessors, one member of the School Committee, 
two members of the Library Trustees, each for a term of 
three years. The polls will be opened at ten-thirty in the 
forenoon and kept open at least four hours and for such 
time as the majority of the voters shall direct, but in no 
case later than eight o’clock in the evening. 


ARTICLE 2. To receive and act on all reports to be 
made at said meeting. 


ARTICLE 38. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
list of men nominated by the Selectmen to serve as 
Jurors for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 4. To determine the manner of repairing the 
highways, townways and bridges the ensuing year, or act 
anything thereon. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to sell and convey by proper deeds in the name 
of the town any or all outlaying parcels of land owned 
by the town or act anything thereon. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to defend all suits that may be brought against 
the town, employing counsel when same may be neces- 
sary, or act anything thereon. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to make a new agreement with the Western 
Massachusetts Electric Company for maintaining and 
supplying electricity for the streets of the town. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate such sums of money as shall be deemed 
. necessary to defray the current expenses of the current 
financial year, or act anything thereon. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January Ist, 1948, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year in accordance with General 
Laws Chapter 44, paragraph 17. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
teh Selectmen to sell, after first giving notice of sale, in 
some convenient place in the town, fourteen days at least 
before the sale, property taken by the town under tax 
title procedure provided that the Selectmen, or where- 
soever they may authorize to hold such public auction, 
may reject any bid which they deem inadequate, or take 
any action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to cooperate with County and State under 
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the provisions of Chapter 90 of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts. 


For the maintenance of Route 63 (Hockanum and 
North Hadley road) to appropriate the sum of seven 
hundred (700) dollars, the town’s share of the expense, 
and to appropriate the sum of fourteen hundred (1400) 
dollars, the State and County share of the expense, in 
anticipation of reimbursement from the County and 
State under the provisions of this Chapter, such sums to 
be taken from the Excess and Deficiency Fund, the 
County and State reimbursement to be returned to the 
Excess and Deficiency Fund when received. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of three hundred ($300) dollars to clean out 
and repair the Hockanum Water Hole which was con- 
structed for fire protection purposes, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of four hundred ($400) dollars for the pur- 
pose of improving the condition of the sidewalks on Rus- 
sell Street from St. John’s Church to the Holy Rosary 
Church and from the Hooker School property southerly 
to the end of the cement walk on South Middle Street, or 
act anything thereon. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of fifty ($50) dollars for the purpose of mow- 
ing the West Street Common twice during 1943, or act 
anything thereon. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to act as a Town Planning Board until a 
Planning Board is established, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of nine hundred ($900) dollars from the Road 
Machinery Fund for the purpose of buying a light truck 
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for the use of the Highway Department, or take any 
action thereon. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
gift of five thousand ($5000.00) dollars from the estate 
of Sarah Gillette Loomis, late of Hartford, Connecticut, 
a former resident of the town, said sum to become a part 
of the endowment of the Goodwin Memorial Library, the 
income to be used for its benefit. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of three hundred ($300.00) for the purpose 
of repairing and painting the North Maple Street bridge 
and the construction of a water bar at the Kelley bridge 
on Amherst road, an equal sum to be granted by the 
County, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the town will vote to adopt the 
following by-law: 


No person shall drag or haul tools or equipment, ma- 
chinery or other property upon the surface of a concrete, 
tar, macadam, or other hard surfaced highway within 
the control of the town without providing reasonable and 
adequate means to protect the said highway from damage. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the town will vote to appropri- 
ate the sum of ten thousand $10,000.00) dollars for the 
purpose of buying War Bonds, said sum to be taken from 
the Excess and Deficiency Fund, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the town will authorize the 
School Committee to sell its equipment, not in use, or 
act anything thereon. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to cooperate with the State under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 81 of the General Laws and to vote to 
appropriate the sum of seventy-two hundred fifty 
($7250) dollars, the town’s share of the expense, and to 
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vote to appropriate the sum of eighty-seven hundred 
($8700) dollars, the State’s share of the expense, in an- 
ticipation of reimbursement from the State under the 
provisions of this Chapter, such sums to be taken from 
the Excess and Deficiency Funds; the State reimburse- 
ment to be returned to the Excess and Deficiency Fund 
when received. 


And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting 
attested copies thereof at the usual places: One at the 
Post Office; one at the Town Hall and one at the store of 
Rudolph F. Hahn in North Hadley, all in said town seven 
days at least before the time of holding said meeting. 


Hereof fail not and make due return of this warrant 
with your doings thereon to the Town Clerk at the time 
and place of meeting aforesaid.

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Selectmen's Report 


The Selectmen submit their report for the year ending’ 
December 31, 1942. 


The past year being the first year of the War has seen 
the gradual encroachment of Federal power into the lives 
of everyone. Ration books became valuable property, and 
public buildings were visited by people in search of them 
who had never had occasion to enter them previously. 

The Board of Selectmen wish to express their appre- 
ciation to the Ration Board for most excellent perform- 
ance of a difficult task. 

It was most fortunate that given so little time to select 
this board, that it functioned so well, is due to the for- 
tunate circumstance that we were guided to select a 
group who have done the outstanding job of the year. 

The registration for sugar, oil and other items has been 
skilfully handled by ones who worked out the methods 
by which it was done. 

Especially noteworthy was the Civilian Defense regis- 
tration of the Sunday morning this summer. 

The public in a small way became accustomed to ques- 
tionnaires, whereas public officials were swamped, as 
they poured in, whether the senders thereof thought that 
a corps of typists were eagerly awaiting their arrival. 

If the present year is a forerunner of what is to come, 
it is inevitable that the job of overseeing the operations 
of the town is becoming so technical as to require more 
than the customary three or four hours a day, expended 
by the chairman of the board. The public generally feels 
that their officials have unlimited time at their disposal. 
It is a pity they could not hear a recording of the abuse, 
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criticism, and requests made of the board, it would be an 
education to all. 


The enlistment and the drafting of a large number of 
men from the town, plus the attraction of war industry 
has depleted the town of its manpower. The public gen- 
erally refuses to recognize the difficulty with which the 
public services are being maintained. 


The Draft Board has attempted to be fair to all, but it 
is clearly evident that the men with the ability to talk 
well are being deferred, on many of the farms the weeds 
are going to grow high, as the sons have gone to war. The 
Board regards the drafting of men as beyond their juris- 
diction but there have been many requests for assistance 
in filling out questionnaires and presenting evidence to 
the Draft Board. We have attended some hearings to 
verify statements. One week 26 men were slated to go 
to the army, we attended as a board and went over all 
the cases with the Draft Board who were very co-oper- 
ative. 


The Hadley men have left for the army induction 
center as early as 5 a.m. How many of you, who might 
read this have bothered to be present? The town’s indif- 
ference to its own is appalling; the groups of young men 
who have left have been as fine appearing as any town 
in the country. The proportion that are being selected for 
specialist training is large. 

We have been conservative in the expense of erecting 
and keeping up the Honor Roll boards, we have spent less 
than $100. This represents the work of two years com- 
pilation, the construction is simple and sturdy, partially 
protected from the weather, it should last until a more 
permanent memorial is erected. 

The best opening for a citizen to serve his country at 
the present time is to head up a Defense Bond Campaign 
Committee for the town, whereas a committee was named 
their effort has been nil to date. 
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The town should set up a bridge account and expend a 
small sum every year, instead of waiting until a bridge 
is in wretched condition, to repair it. 

We should ask the County every year for the help of 
their engineering staff to look over and see what might 
have happened since the previous year. 

The bridge known as Kelley’s bridge is constructed on 
wooden piling with a layer of timber over it, holding up 
the masonry, the water no longer covers the wooden 
piling, so it has been rotting for some time. A water 
bar can be placed on the lower side of, or rather down 
stream side to raise the water level so that it will cover 
the’ piling, the question is, is it too late to do any good 

or not? The bridge has settled some in the north east 
corner. 


We painted this bridge and replaced the floor this 
summer. 


Two State engineers, Mr. Damon and Mr. Raymond 
looked this over this year and recommended the water 
bar. The Amherst sewer pipe goes thru the middle of the 
abutments about half way up the abutments, the current 
set up by this at high water periods, silts up the bed and 
exposes the piling to air. We are wondering why this pipe 
was not laid in the stream bed. 


The North Maple Street bridge must be painted and 
refloored this season, a few braces could be stiffened up 
by welding. 


Fort River bridge was repaired during the summer, 
under the direction of Engineer Damon of the Greenfield 
State Public Works Office, we followed his advice and 
certain defects were remedied by welding in of steel 
girders from our stock pile. We laid a new floor, with 
running strips, the bridge will carry loads liable to be 
carried over a secondary road, this bridge should be 
replaced after the war, along with the bridge on North 
Maple street. 
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The County Commissioners contributed the sum of 
$200. towards the expenses of the repair job. 

This year because of the scarcity of asphaltic material, 
the board did not expand the full amount of money ap- 
propriated for Chapter 81 work, we had considerable 
mileage ready for black topping but as no suitable Mc 3 
black topping was available we closed down with about 
$3,000.00 left. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 1943 


The Town Hall should be painted, the heating equip- 
ment renovated or replaced, as it is not possible to heat 
all offices on the first floor at once; we are going to need 
another office on the first floor, we propose to partition off 
a room from the large room at the rear of the hall. 

The town highway department needs a smaller truck 
for maintenance work; we recommend the purchase of a 
small truck with a flat body, funds are available. 

Forestry work should be done by the highway depart- 
ment during the duration of the war. Our tree warden 
was unable to get tires from the Ration Board for his 
truck, so he did little work after July 1. The amount of 
limbs hanging and broken off during the Sunday morning 
blow early this winter and since the ice storm, is danger- 
ous to pedestrians and motorists alike. 

We propose to pry up the cement sidewalks on Russell 
street and Middle street and place a layer of gravel under- 
neath, the walks are so low that they are unusable at the 
time of year they are needed the most; from Holy Rosary 
Church to St. John’s Church during the winter the walks 
are under water or ice nearly all the time. If we all have 
to walk more instead of riding, let’s make the sidewalks 
usable. 

We recommend that a proportion of the street lights 
taken out as an economy measure by the Finance Board 
be replaced especially on Main Street, North Hadley, 
West Middle street, Bay road, East street or that the 
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lights be all turned off in June and July, about twenty 
lights of the 56 taken out should be replaced, where walk- 
ing is extensive. 

The budget has been carefully gone over for 1943, and 
recommendations and estimates can be found elsewhere 
in the report.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Under Chapter 81, maintenance of the roads through- 
out the town was continued by applying and grading 
8,737 cubic yards of gravel, and by using 17,280 gallons 
of asphalt and 1,238 gallons of tar for patching and re- 
surfacing. The roads which were resurfaced with 
asphalt are as follows: Bay Road 0.85 mile, East Hadley 
Road 0.4 mile, Rocky Hill Road 0.3 mile, Knightly Road 
0.5 mile, John White Road 0.4 mile, Plainville Road 0.6 
mile. 

Considerable attention was given to the drainage prob- 
lem. Two catch basins were constructed on the East 
Hadley Road. Several new culverts were installed and 
many old ones were replaced. 

Brush along the roadsides has been cut. A large 
amount of brush was cut along the Cunningham Road and 
along the River Road. 

Most of the dirt roads in Hadley are constructed of 
gravel and are very difficult to maintain. Therefore, a 
great deal of scraping was necessary to keep them in 
good condition. 

Because of war conditions, the government did not 
allow any asphalt or tar for use in constructing new 
roads. 

We have widened and improved the Breckenridge 
Road. This road is now used as a short-cut by the school 
bus. Newton Lane Road has been relocated, widened, 
and graveled. 

Under Chapter 90, the curve on the Sunderland Road 
by Klimoski’s brook has been widened. One and one-half 
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miles of the Sunderland Road has been resurfaced. 

Under General Highways, two bridges were repaired, 
one on the East Hadley Road and one on the John White 
Road. Both bridges were painted and double planked. 

We have experimented with the sidewalks by trying to 
raise them to a higher level. It has proved successful. I 
believe that all cement-constructed sidewalks in the town 
should be raised. 

The purchase of Mr. Ford’s gravel bank has proved 
beneficial to the town. Money has been saved by hauling 
loam for the dike and for the roads from this centrally- 
located gravel bank. 

Due to the shortage of materials and labor, the entire 
Chapter 81 fund was not spent.

Report of Fire Chief 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my annual report and take the oppor- 
tunity to say that the number of calls has been reduced 
40% as compared to the last two years. 


A great part of this can be credited to the Civilian 
Defense organization, which helped to keep the people on 
watch for, and eliminate fire hazards. 


I sincerely hope that this record will be maintained for 
the duration of the war, for the fact that the Volunteer 
Fire Department has been reduced about 50% by the 
draft and enlistment. Should the situation get to be such 
that the present set-up should prove inadequate and show 
any, unreasonable fire losses, it will be necessary to mob- 
ilize a number of older citizens and perhaps High School 
pupils. 

At any rate if you go to a fire, please remember not to 
park your car so as to obstruct the operation of the Fire 
Department and be as helpful as you can. Criticism only 
tends to upset the morale, especially when we are doing 
the best we can under the circumstances. 

The equipment we have, has proved favorable for our 
present needs, however we are purchasing an additional 
300 ft. of 214 inch hose which will aid in outlying sec- 
tions and replace some of the less dependable hose. The 
only regret I have is that the necessary equipment has 
out-grown the cramped quarters which housed the horse- 
drawn equipment. 

During the past year the record shows that the de- 
partment responded to twenty calls of which most were 
under control before extensive damage was done. 
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In the recent salvage drive the townspeople donated to 
the Fire Department iron, steel, old rubber tires, and 
eight old cars, the total weight of which amounted to 
82,330 lbs., the old cars not weighed were sold for $8.00 
apiece, total receipts for all these materials came to 
$410.17, this has been added to the amount in the Fire- 
man’s Emergency Fund. 

We take this opportunity to thank the townspeople for 
their generosity.

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Library Report 


To the Board of Selectmen :— 

During the past year the circulation of books at the 
center library was 3701, a decrease, which reflects the 
absence of so many young men of the town, now in the 
service, who were great readers. 202 books were col- 
lected for service men and taken to Forbes Library. 
These figures indicate that many more donations would 
be acceptable; they will be received at the library until 
the first of April. 

A number of minor repairs have been made at the main 
building, but the major overhead expense of the year has 
been insurance. The trustees granted the librarian and 
janitor at the center slight salary increases. 

Because of the overhead for plant maintenance the 
center library has less of its proportion of the appropria- 
tion to expend for books than has North Hadley. 

Last spring the library received a legacy of $5000 
from the will of Sarah Gillette Loomis, of Hartford, 
Conn., a former resident of Hadley. This money was in- 
vested in the Amherst Savings Bank. 

Because the income from invested funds is less and 
expenses greater, such as the cost of books and fuel, and 
any necessary repairs, together with slight but well-de- 
served salary increases which we would like to make 
larger, and a need of more money at the center for books, 
the trustees request an appropriation of $800 plus the 
dog tax and incomes from the Bulfinch fund and Loomis 
legacy.

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Report of School Committee 


The detailed reports of school affairs in Hadley follow 
in the individual reports of the Superintendent of Schools, 
the Principal of Hopkins Academy, the Supervisor of 
Music and the School Nurse. Your committee has read 
these reports and presents them as a picture of the 
schools of Hadley. 


We have to report concerning maintenance and equip- 
ment that the usual repairs and replacements have been 
made and that nothing has been neglected. In the Russell 
School new floors were laid over the first floor and in the 
large room on the second floor. The outside woodwork 
was painted with two coats of lead and oil. The halls and 
coatrooms of the Hooker School were painted and this 
completed the interior renovation which was started in 
the classrooms the previous year. 


The lawns maintenance equipment began to deterior- 
ate and we purchased a new Ideal mower with trailer 
mowers, a good piece of machinery that will last many 
years. The wider ‘cut’ requires less maintenance labor 
in the busy summer months. 


In the Hopkins Cottage the kitchen range could not be 
used for oven teaching so a new gas stove and water 
heater was installed. The old range was moved into the 
back kitchen and can still be used for surface cooking. 
Thus the addition of the new range and the added use of 
the smaller kitchen has increased the scope of the House- 
hold Arts program. 


The rewiring of the North Hadley building will have 
to await the cessation of wartime restriction with the 
present shortage of materials. 
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In view of the present four-year graduation require- 
ments from the state teacher colleges we feel that the 
spread between the elementary and high school maximum 
salaries for classroom teachers should be narrowed. We 
have included in our budget forecast money for an in- 
crease of $100 for the elementary women teachers.

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Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Hadley: 


This is my twelfth annual report as superintendent 
of the Hadley schools. Again it is written in times when 
affairs of national concern must obscure local interests 
and so this report will be factual. 

Within the past fiscal year Hadley had fewer changes 
in its teaching force than the average municipality due 
in a measure to the large percentage of local teachers. 
Only one teacher, Dorothy H. Lee, left her position in the 
Roosevelt School to take a better paying classroom in the 
eastern part of the state. Mrs. Ralph Smith is taking this 
school until spring. 

Mrs. Margaret Lovett Doyle resigned as teacher of 
Household Arts at Hopkins Academy just before the 
Christmas recess. Laura Everson, a graduate of Mass- 
achusetts State College, who is teaching her third year in 
Middletown Springs, Vermont, will take over this position 
during January. 

When Miss Helena White did not resume teaching in 
the North Hadley intermediate room after last Christmas 
those pupils had several substitutes for the rest of that 
school year. Miss Brigid A. Ryan who had retired from 
active teaching two years previously graciously offered 
her help and taught in this room after the middle of Feb- 
ruary. Owing to statute regulations as to retired teach- 
ers even in emergency the committee could only pay Miss 
Ryan the fractional percentage between her pension al- 
lowance and the local rate for her very valuable service 
last spring. Julia A. Mish was returned to this room in 
September for her third year of teaching. 


In the spring of 1941 your committee considered the 
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continual decrease in pupil enrollment and believed a 
change in teaching assignments would result in a decrease 
in the number of teaching positions, and without subject 
loss to the pupils. At the annual joint committee meet- 
ing with Hatfield in April of that year it was mutually 
agreed that after one more year each town would plan 
its musical program to meet its own needs. In Hadley 
with this school year it was found feasible to combine the 
music supervision of the whole town with part-time teach- 
ing in grades seven and eight at the Russell School, and 
restore to Mr. Stiles more teaching periods. Miss Doris 
F. Jones of Lowell and a graduate of the public school 
music department of Lowell State College was appointed. 
As the months elapse a wider music program can be de- 
veloped and integrated from grade one to Hopkins grad- 
uation. Also, for statistical purposes one teacher replaces 
a teacher and a half which in a complete fiscal year will 
prove to the advantage of the town. 


The salaries were raised throughout the town after 
the action of the annual town meeting. Yet there may be 
a teacher problem in the town should this wartime con- 
dition continue several years right along this salary basis. 
On the one hand Hadley is primarily an agricultural com- 
munity gravely affected by labor shortage and ceilings 
and allotments to restrict incomes. On the other hand 
your school authorities have to meet teaching salaries in 
more favored areas as changes come, to say nothing of the 
higher wages paid by industry in this present wartime 
necessity. 

I know from the several] years of association with your 
elected members on the local committee that they will use 
a sound overall judgment as changes in teaching person- 
nel may occur. 

There has come this year an increase in the elementary 
enrollment after the decade of decrease which may pre- 
sage a partial return to the elementary figures of the mid- 
dle 30’s. The tabulation herewith shows the pupil dis- 
tribution among the classrooms now used.

With the upswing in the number of pupils who now 
attend the elementary grades it is apparent that further 
consolidation can be undertaken only with a study of 
problems on a town-wide scale, and as the Office of De- 
fense Transportation regulates the mileage of our buses 
within the town. 


The use of our local buses has been restricted and I am 
expected to study their use and their routes and as rapidly 
as possible curtail mileage even as this school year con- 
tinues. House to house stops are definitely forbidden and 
when spring comes many pupils will be required to walk 
farther to connect with the particular bus to serve a sec- 
tion of the town. 

I shall omit the tabulation of the pupil distribution as 
to bus use as a small matter of space. The total number 
transported is under a hundred fifty as compared to 167 
last year. 

As most readers are aware there have been epochal 
changes in the curricula of all colleges and these revisions 
will work down into our local secondary program whether 
it is liked or not. War time measures seem to require 
wartime concentration and wartime preparation in school 
programs just so far as local adaptation can be made. 
Every boy and most girls should take some form of mathe- 
matics each year that they are in high school. 

I believe that more boys and girls should give greater 
thought to the vocational courses offered right here in 
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Hadley. Since early days in Hadley the livelihood of its 
residents in a great share has been gained from the soil 
and its womenfolk have been in that same degree home- 
makers. So it seems to me that a greater share of the 
boys and girls in Hopkins should be enrolled in the re- 
spective agriculture and household arts courses and put 
forth in those courses the same earnest effort that would 
be expended to win a contest. 

On a previous page will have been given the forecast 
of the budget requirements for 1943. It is not possible 
to make an actual forecast much in advance with the pos- 
sible fluctuations of governmental control and regulation 
of wages and materials. 

Attendance does not cause much worry in Hadley for 
the pupils and their parents are al] keenly concerned with 
schoo] progress and from year to year we have little need 
to send an attendance officer to check unexplained ab- 
sences. | 


During 1942 we had to assist the local rationing board 
with the registration of the individuals for the first ration 
books as well as the mercantile registration. Later there 
were sessions for automobile registration and more re- 
cently the oil registration. The teachers entered upon this 
division of wartime emergency assistance with credit. 
I know that they will assist with future similar necessity 
as the occasion arises. Better registration can be done 
when more time is given for the instruction of the teach- 
ers and the willing townsfolk who have joined the teach- 
ers in the registration. 

Again it has been a pleasant year in my association 
with the pupils, parents, townsfolk and elected officials 
of Hadley.

Superintendent William E. Hebard and 
Members of the Hadley School Committee : 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my 29th annual report. 


The first and most important consideration of any sec- 
ondary school in this country today is—how can the school 
best help in the winning of the war. In recent weeks many 
educators have proposed changes in, and additions to the 
secondary school courses of study. It is, I believe, well 
to take stock now—to attempt to evaluate the work of 
our high schools as measured by results. 

We are all acquainted with the all but unbelievable ac- 
emplishments made in our country since December 7, 
1941. The marvelous increase in production of war ne- 
cessities ; the readiness with which countless manufactur- 
ing plants have changed over in a few weeks, or months 
at most, from the production of their own goods to the 
making of war essentials; the astounding growth of our 
armed forces; and the manner in which our many millions 
of citizens have willingly accepted changes in the ways of 
living, are proof indeed that our educational system from 
the grades through colleges and technical and profession- 
al schools is fundamentally sound, I firmly believe that 
our public schools, which are the corner stones of our de- 
mocracy, are largely responsible for our great accomplish- 
ments during the past two years, since it is the spirit of 
the American people which has made these stupendous 
accomplishments possible. 


More than 200 Hadley young men are now in the armed 
forces. They have already proven that they were ready 
mentally and physically when their country called. Had- 
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ley citizens are proud of them and of the promotions many 
have already received. 


Last Saturday, at a conference of high school princi- 
pals, I heard officers of our Navy, Marines and Air Forces 
strongly urge high school principals to do all in their pow- 
er to keep boys in school until they graduate. The officers 
stressed the value of English, elementary mathematics, 
science and the development of qualities of leadership. 
At the same meeting we heard the superintendnt of a hos- 
pital state that the qualities she looked for in prospective 
nurses are dependability, stability, thoughtfulness for 
others, ability to get along with people and skill with the 
hands. 


To attempt to have in the course of study subjects to 
meet all the requirements for the great variety of posi- 
tions in work related to our armed forces and war indus- 
tries is out of the question for any secondary school. 

Experienced teachers know that if students have mas- 
tered the basic principles of English and of the subjects 
they offer for admission to college, are ambitious, willing 
to work and know how to apply themselves to the task at 
hand, these students will succeed in college. Boys of such 
qualifications who possess leadership ability are the ma- 
terial from which officers are made. 


Emphasis has been placed by officers of our armed 
forces on the value of mathematics and science. While 
I believe that nearly every average boy can master ele- 
mentary algebra and geometry, I believe that many boys 
cannot go much farther in mathematics. 


It is well to consider that aptitudes and abilities vary 
with boys and that subjects one boy can master may be 
beyond the grasp of another boy. 

Among the ideas I have for strengthening our course 
of study to meet the present demands are: equipment for, 
and teaching of the elements of shop work; a five unit 
course in agriculture for boys who do not wish to take 
the vocational work but who will profit by a study of Had- 
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ley’s principal occupation; the offering of typing to Jun- 
iors as well as to Seniors; more work in mechanical draw- 
ing; and physical training for all. 

During the past year the work in mechanical drawing 
has been strengthened, algebra has been offered to all stu- 
dents, and our physical training course for the girls, 
thanks to Miss Meeker’s efforts and planning, has been 
much enlarged. 

As you doubtless know, Hopkins has had for a number 
of years an excellent course in first aid for household arts 
girls, agriculture boys and students in the biology classes. 

As chief air warden of the town, I know that some of 
my very best first aid assistants are these young people 
who completed the course here. The credit for the estab- 
lishment of the course, and the excellence of the instruc- 
tion is due to our energetic and capable school nurse, Miss 
Marian Holmes.

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School Health Report 


To the Superintendent and Members of the 
School Committee, Hadley, Mass. 


The interest in health today is very great. In propor- 
tion to its importance and in relation to past appreciation, 
health is not over-valued. 

The promotion and conservation of health is not only 
a personal responsibility but a social, economic, and patri- 
otic duty, in view of the present day situation. The de- 
creased public facilities relating to good health as medical, 
dental, and hospital services emphasize the importance of 
early and prompt attention to any condition tending to 
impair the health and general usefulness of all persons, 
especially children. 

All available means of prevention against disease or 
accident should be utilized, such as correction of remedial 
defects, immunization against communicable diseases, iso- 
lation of infected persons, working knowledge of accident 
prevention and first aid care of injuries, regular physical 
examination by family physician, especially of pre-school 
children, and a well balanced routine of everyday living. 
From a broad standpoint the greatest resource of the na- 
tion is the health of the people. 

The thorough physica] examination by the school phy- 
sician of all students and follow-up correction of defects 
show results in the High School group. In connection 
with the regular physical examination, the X-ray of two 
classes each year gives the student a fair idea of his or 
her background as related to health standards. 

The Diphtheria Immunization Clinic will be in service 
May, 1943, and parents of pre-school children not previ- 
ously immunized should net neglect to attend the clinics 
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and protect the children.

Supervisor of Music 


To Mr. Hebard and the Members of the 
Hadley School Committee: 


Possibly no other report is quite as easily given as this 
Music report. First, because it is a new job and every- 
thing is so interesting. Second, the fact that very fine 
work has been done in previous years. Last, most every- 
one enjoys singing so much in Hadley, the work is most 
enjoyable. 

Some of the aims we have had in mind these past few 
months are the following: 

By letting each child respond in his or her own indi- 
vidual manner to songs and rhythms, all self-conscious- 
ness is forgotten, and the real reason for music participa- 
tion by all is fostered. Rhythm sticks are used to make 
music alive to the child. All singing in the primary grades 
is mostly imitation. In these grades the children are in- 
troduced to the various theory problems they will use in 
the future. Reading of notes is begun in the second year. 
During the next three years these problems are given 
meaning and explanation. Original songs have been con- 
tributed by a few and from the seventh grade came an 
original Thanksgiving play with appropriate music in- 
cluded presented to the classes at the Russell School. 
Three and four part singing is used in the seventh and 
eighth grade pupils. 

The Music program in the high school consists of a 
chorus period held twice a week and a girls’ choir which 
can meet only once a week due to transportation difficul- 
ties. This chorus presented two numbers for an Assembly 
at High School and is at the present working on a pro- 
gram to be presented to the public shortly. 
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At Christmas time we combined all grades and gave a 
pageant. Every group performed from the first grade 
through high school and people in the tableaux were 
chosen from the seventh and eighth grades and high 
school. 

Whether or not it is customary this seems the right 
time to talk about additions to the music program. In 
the grades there has been very little, if any, class work 
on instruments. Several have shown an interest in vari- 
ous instruments but only those who own them may have 
the opportunity to know what playing a musical string, 
wind or brass instrument can be like. It seems evident 
that now, more than ever before, the younger people need 
something with which to keep their minds and bodies oc- 
cupied. If it is at all possible, a few instruments that 
can be procured inexpensively, which play just the melo- 
dies and are the foundations from which other instru- 
ments are based and the makings of a band or orchestra 
are thus started, could be given to the fifth or sixth grades. 
One more thought, if anyone has an old recording machine 
he is not using, or a piano that needs a player, any one 
of the school buildings would like to set them working. 
Records are used to show what has been done in music in 
years gone by, more precisely defined as “Appreciation of 
Music’. 

Never did any teacher have more pleasant surround- 
ings in which to start her teaching career. The co-opera- 
tion and suggestions of teachers, and school committee 
are responsible for these conditions and my sincere ap- 
preciation is extended to them at this time.
